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PREFACE- 


Odd  Fkjllowship  having  increased  so  rapidly, 
and  spread  its  organization  from  thd  Atlantic  far 
out  on  the  bosom  of  the  Pacific,  within  a  few  years, 
has  naturally  attracted  the  attention  of  nearly  all 
classes  of  the  community. 

Half  a  century  lias  scarcely  passed  since  the 
birth  of  American  Odd  Fellowship,  and  now  over 
three  hundred  thousand  men  are  among  its  vota- 
ries. It  cannot  be  said  that  its  rapid  growth  was 
the  result  of  accident,  or  in  consequence  of  its 
novelty:  for  it  was  solely  because  of  its  adaptation 
in  the  wants;  of  mankind.  Odd  Fellowship  teaches 
in  the  most  beautiful  and  forcible  manner  the  all- 
important  lesson  of  Fraternity — that  all  men  are  of 
line  family,  and  are  therefore  brethren. 

The  great  duties  of  our,  Order  by  and  through 
which  we  aim  to  improve anc}  exalt  the  character 
of  our  members,  are  five  in  number  :  1st,  To  visit  the 
sick  2nd,  lb  relieve  the  distressed.  3rd,  To  bury 
the  dead.  4th,  To  educate  the  orphan,  oth,  To  aid, 
theindow.  And  in  obedience  to  these  commands 
nearly  one  million  of  dollars  have  been  expended 
during  the  past  year  for  these  noble  purposes.  ^  et 
Odd  Fellowship  is  not  a  mere  beneficial  society, 
having  for  its  single  purpose  the  relief  of  its 
members  in  the  struggles  incident  to  human  society. 
It  seeks  to  improve  and  elevate  the  character  of 
man-- to  imbue  him  with  proper  conceptions  of  his 
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capabilities  for  good,  to  enlighten  his  mind,  and  to 
enlarge  the  sphere  of  his  affections.  It  therefore 
commends  itself  alike  to  the  high,  the  low,  the 
rich,  and  the  poor,  as  one  of  the  noblest  charities 
the  world  ever  saw. 

The  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  those  o  f 
humanity  and  religion  its  object  is  to  promote  the 
general  good  of  mankind;  and  spread  abroad  the 
light  of  morality  and  knowledge ;  it  not  only  bene- 
fits the  common  cause  of  philanthropy,  but  ensures 
to  its  members  in  the  hour  of  adversity  and  tribu- 
lation, a  source  of  safety  and  comfort  that  none  can 
destroy. 

The  ties  that  bind  us  together  are  never  sur- 
rendered; our  claims  of  brotherhood  are  only  dis- 
solved by  death — no,  not  even  death  can  rend 
them — they  descend  to  the  widow  and  orphan. 

The  language  of  our  Order  is  more  potent  than 
any  strain  of  eloquence  that  ever  fell  upon  the  ear. 
A  stranger,  penniless  and  friendless,  in  a  foreign 
land,  breathes  its  tones,  and  his  necessities  are  re- 
lieved. Sickness  tomes  and  lays  its  paralyzing 
hand  upon  him,  and  though  no  friends  or  relatives 
are  near,  a  brother  of  the  "  Mystic  Tie"  administers 
to  bis  wants  and  soothes  his  distress.  The  sick 
among  our  own  brethren  are  not  left  to  the  cold 
hand  of  public  charity;  they  are  visited,  and  their 
wants  provided  for;  out  of  the  funds  they  themsel- 
ves have  contributed  to  raise,  and  which,  in  times 
of  need,  they  can  lnjntorably  claim  without  the 
humiliation  of  sueing  for  public  or  individual  relief, 
from  which  thefreeborn  mind  recoils  with  disdain, 
until  overwhelmed  in  insufferable  want  and  misery. 
We  are  obliged,  if  need  be,  to  perform  the  last 
solemn  office  to  the  remains  of  a  brother,  and  see 
them  consigned  with  respectful  decency  to  the 
bosom  of  our  mother  earth.  To  the  living  our 
fraternal  solicitude  is  no  less  exercised.  It  is  bar 
enjoined  duty  to  watch  over  the  conduct  of brethren, 
even  in  their  common  Lntercouse  with  m»m,  as  well 
as    one  with  another;    and  to  remonstrate  with 
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those  wh<)  wander  from  the  paths  of  rectitude,  or 
trespass  ou  the  rules  of  morality. 

[t  has  been  said  that  ours  is  a  secret  Order,  and 
that  secrecy  is  disconsonant  with  innocence.  True 
it  is,  that  wa  are  in  part  a  secret  society;  hut  is 
secrecy  a  crime  ?  The  world  itself,  the  universe, 
l  lie  (iod  of  eternal  truth,  are  surrounded  with  an 
impenetrable  veil  that  no  mortal  eye  ever  pierced: 
and  shall  it  be  denied  that  these  exist  because  their 
secrets  are  not  revealed  at  our  bidding  ?  Shall  we 
pronounce  them  evil  because  their  operations  are 
hi    en  from  our  view  and  above  our  comprehension  ? 

So  far  from  secrecy  being  an  objection  to  our 
Order,  we  claim  it  as  a  recommendation.  It  is  the 
mystic  tie  that  binds  us  together  in  indissoluble 
brotherhood,  prompting  us  to  deeds  of  brotherly 
love  and  benevolence;  it  comes  and  entwines  itself 
around  our  fraternity,  like  the  refreshing  yet  In- 
visible breeze  that  a  summer  noontide  fans  our 
burning  forehead,  invigorating  the  system  with  its 
coolness,  and  gladdening  our  hearts  with  its 
freshness  and  purity.  In  this  respect,  we  have  the 
sanction  of  ages.  We  challenge  any  one  to  point 
out  a  single  nation  of  people  whose  career  is 
sketched  on  the  page  of  history,  among  whom  there 
did  not  exist  secret  institutions.  To  go  further, 
there  is  not  an  enlightened  government  now  ex- 
isting on  the  face  of  the  globe,  that  does  not  permit 
its  legislative  councils  to  resolve  themselves  into 
secret  conclave.  Even  in  our  own  country,  under 
our  own  constitution,  the  legislative  bodies  can 
(dose  their  doors,  and  sit  for  days,  for  weeks,  for 
months,  concocting  measures  of  vital  importance 
to  the  entire  population,  and  should  any  member  of 
that  body  dare  to  reveal  its  operations,  he  would 
subject  himself  to  the  severest  censure,  if  not  to 
expulsion. 

To  be  initiated  as  a  member  of  our  Order  is  not, 
as  many  suppose,  "to  take  a  leap  in  the  dark."  The 
Sundamental  principles  of  the  Order  are  before  the 
worl  1:  its  deeds  are  not  concealed  from  public  scruti-

ny;  while  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  our  society 
are  within  the  reach  of  all  who  wish  to  examine  them. 
Hut  then,  our  mysteries  within  the  timer  veil  of  our 
altars  that  none  except  members  of  the  fraternity 
are  permitted  to  behold;  solemn  and  sublime  truths 
are  there  inculcated  that  have  never  reached  the 
ear  of  any  save  those  who  have  proved  themselves 
worthy  of  the  sacred  trust.  They  have  remained 
there  for  ages,  hallowed  archives  in  the  sanctury  of 
our  temple — and  have  never  crossed  its  portal; 
and  there,  we  hope  and  pray, they  will  everremain, 
unsullied,  inviolate  and  untarnished. 

Our  Order  is  the  handmaid  of  virtue  and  religion, 
and  it  must  flourish.  It  calls  into  life  and  action 
the  best  and  holiest  feelings  of  our  nature,  and 
success  must  crown  our  efforts.  Our  course  is  on- 
ward, and  we  may  look  forward  with  confidence  to 
a  day,  not  far  distant,  when  our  society  shall  find 
an  abiding  place  in  every  village  and  hamlet  in  our 
land,  an  1  the  smoke  of  our  altars  shall  go  up  from  a 
thousand  hills.

PREAMBLE. 

For  the  purpose  of  ensuring  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the 
privileges,  honors  and  benefits  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  within  its 
jurisdiction  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  - 
the  Superior  Tribunal  of  all  Lodges  within 
the  Limits  of  the  Province  of  Ontario— doth 
hereby  ordain  the  following  Articles,  as  the 
Constitution  of  all  Subordinate  bodges, 
working  under  Us  immediate  jurisdictimh 

Article  1. —Title  and  Powers. 

This  Lodge  shall  be,  constituted  of  at  least  Five 
members  of  the  Scarlet  Degree. and  shall  be  hailed 
and  entitled 

Gore  Lodge,  No.  34, 1.0.0. F., of  Ontario. 

and  shall  possess  the  full  powers  and  privileges  of 
a  Subordinate  Lodge,  holding  a  legal,  unreclaimed 
.and  valid  Charter-,  duly  granted  and  Air  marly  r» 
tented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 
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Article  II.— Membership. 

ADMISSION. 

Clause  1. — Candidates  for  Membership  by  Initia- 
tion in  this  Lodge  must  be  21,  and  not  over  50 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  in  sound 
health,  and  resident  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Lodge  at  least  six  months. 

Clause  2. — Every  proposition  for  membership 
must  be  submitted  in  writing  by  a  Brother  of  this 
Lodge,  and  must  state  the  name  of  the  Applicant, 
and  his  residence,  age.  and  occupation  supported 
by  a  reference  to  at  least  one  other  Member  of  the 
Lodge. 

Clause  3 — The  proposition  so  made  shall  be  refer- 
red to  a  Committee  of  three  Brothers,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  N.  G.,and  one  by  the  V. 
G.,  and  who  shall  report  thereon  at  the  next  meet- 
ing. 

Clause  4 — A  ballot  shall  be  taken  on  the  proposi- 
tion, immediately  after  the  presentation  of  su^h  re- 
port; when  if  less  than  three  black  balls  be  found, 
the  Candidate  shall  be  accepted;  if  three  or  more, 
he  shall  be  rejected,  and  so  declared. 

Clause  o. — Any  Brother  or  Ancient  Odd  Fellow, 
desirous  of  joining  this  Lodge,  must  present  a  Card 
of  Clearance  from  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  pre- 
viously a  Member  ;  and  his  application  shall  then 
be  (lis;  osed  of  according  to  the  above  regulations 

Clause  6. — Every  Member,  on  his  admission,  shall 
sign  a  promise  to  support  and  abide  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge,  and  to  paj  all 
legal  demands  against  him,  so  long  as  he  shall  re  - 
main  a  Member. 

Clause  7. — Any  Candidate  requiring  admission 
more  than  thirteen  weeks  after  his  election,  must 
be  again  proposed  and  balloted  for,  as  in  the  case  of 
a  new  Candidate. 

Clause  8 — The  rejection  of  any  Candidate  for  mem- 
bership shall  be  intimated  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  at  the  end  of  each 
month  during  which  the  rejection  takes  place,  and 
that  in  cities  and  towns  where  there  are  two  or 
more  Lodges,  notice  shall  also  he  sent  to  each  of 
them  during  the  week  of  such  rejection. 

Clause  9. — No  Candidate  who  has  been  rejected 
c«»n  be  again  proposed  for  Membership,  until,  at 
least,  six  months  after  such  rejection. 

-  DEGREES. 

Clause  10. — Every  Brother,  previous  to  his  re- 
ceiving any  of  the  Five  Degrees,  shall  present  a 
certificate  from  the  P. IS.  that  he  is  not  in  arrears  to 
the  Lodge,  and  that  he  has  paid  all  charges  for  the 
said  Degrees,  and  shall  then  be  balloted  for. 

Clause  11. — If,  on  such  ballot,  his  application  be 
opposed  by  mere  than  three  of  the  Members  present, 
it  shall  be  rejected;  otherwise,  he  shall  be  con- 
sidered eligible,  ami  shall  be  admitted  to  the  De- 
gree or  Degrees  in  question. 

Clause  12. — No  certificate  for  Degrees  shall  be 
granted  until  after  the  Candidate  shall  have  paid 
the  amount  required  therefor. 

Clause  13  —No  Brother  having  been  less  than  one 
month  in  Membership,  shall  be  eligible  for  Degrees; 
and  not  more  than  three  Degrees  shall  be  con- 
ferred on  any  Brother  at  one  and  the  same  meeting. 

Clause  14. — Any  Brother  in  good  standing  and 
clear  of  the  books,  desiring  to  withdraw  from  a 
Lodge,  may  signify  such  desire  either  personally  in 
open  Lodge  or  by  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
whereupon  the  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  a  ballot, 
with  ball  ballots, and  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  shall  be  necessary  to  the  granting  a 
Card  of  Withdrawal.  If  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present  refuse  to  grant  such  card,  the  appli- 
cant therefor  may  tender  a  written  resignation  of 
hiB  membership,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
f  rom  the  Secretary  under  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge,  a 
Certificate  that  he  has  resigned  membership,  and 
such  Certificate  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  that 
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the  Brother  was  in  goo 'I  standing  at  the  time  of  his 
resignation;  Provided,  that  upon  the  refusal  of  the 
Card,  the  member  applying  for  the  same  shall  hare 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  15. — Should  any  Brother,  receiving  a  Card 
of  Clearance  from  this  Lodge,  apply  within  twelve 
months  thereafter  to  be  again  admitted  a  Member 
of  this  Lodge,  and  be  accepted,  the  Lodge  may  re- 
mit in  his  favor  the  Entrai^ce  Fee,  or  such  propor- 
tion thereof  as  it  may  think  fit. 

Article  III— Officers. 

ELECTIVE  OFFICERS. 

Clause  1. — The  Elective  Officers  of  this  Lodge 
shall  be  Noble  Grand,  Vice  Grand,  Secretary,  P. 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer  ,  and  the  Lodge  may  also 
provide,  by  its  By-Laws,  for  the  election  of  a  De- 
gree Master  and  a  Physician. 

Clause  2. — Any  Brother  to  be  nominated  for  the 
office  of  D.  M.,  must  be  a  PG.  having  the  three  P. 
O.  Degrees  ;  for  the  office  of  N.  G.,  a  V.  G.,  or  P.  V. 
G.:  and  all  other  Elective  Officers,  except  Physician, 
a  Brother  who  has  served  at  least  twenty-six  nights 
in  some  inferior  office,  and  has  attained  to  the 
Scarlet  Degree. 

Clause  3. — All  officers  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

Clause  4. — Nominations  for  the  Elective  Offices 
shall  be  marie  only  at  the  two  meetings  next  pre- 
ceding that  fixed  for  the  Elections  thereto,  except 
when  the  nominees  for  an  office  are  all  absent  with- 
out excuse,  or  decline  serving. 

Clause  5 — No  Brother  shall  be  nominated,  who 
has  not  signified  his  willingness  to  accept  the  office 
for  which  he  may  be  name:!;  and  no  nomination 
shall  be  held  to  be  in  force,  on  proceeding  to  elec- 
tion, unless  the  Brother  so  nominated  be  then 
present,  or  has  sont  to  the  Lodge  a  sufficient  excuse 
in  writing. 
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Clause  6. — The  Election  of  Officers  shall  take 
place  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  each  term,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  the  D.  M.,P.  S.,  and  Physician, 
who  shall  he  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  six 
or  twelve  months,  as  the  Lodge  by  its  By  Laws 
determine. 

Clause  7— If,  for  any  Elective  Office,  only  one 
Brother  shall  be  in  nomination,  such  Brother  shall 
be  declared  elected  by  acclamation ;  should  there 
be  two  or  more  candidates  duly  nominate  J,  the 
membeis  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  one  of  such 
candidates  by  ballot. 

Clause  8 — A  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast 
shall  be  necessary  to  election  ;  should  there  be  uo 
choice  of  an  officer  at  any  ballot,  a  new  ballot  shall 
forthwith  take  place,  and  after  each  ballot,  the 
name  ©f  the  candidate  who  may  have  received  the 
smallest  number  of  votes  shall  be  withdrawn. 

APPOINTED  OFFICERS. 

Clause  9— The  appointed  Officers  of  this  Lodge 
shall  be  W.,  C,  O.  G.,  1. 1*.,  K.  S.N.G.,  L.  S.  N.  G., 
R.S  V.  G.,  L .  S.  V.  G  .,  and  R .  and  L.SS.;  and  the 
Lodge  may,  at  its  option  add  a  Chaplain. 

Clause  10- — These  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  N.G.  immediately  after  his  Installation;  except 
the  B.andL.  S.V.  G.,  who  shall  be  nominated  at 
the  same  period  by  the  V.G. 

Clause  11 — All  Brothers  appointed  as  Officers 
must  be  in  good  standing,  and  the  W.,  O.G.  fluid  I. 
G«.  must  have  attained  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

Clause  12— The  N.  G.  with  the  consent  of  the 
Lodge,  may  appoint  as  O.G.  a  Brother  of  the  Scarlet 
Degree  belonging  to  any  other  Lodge. 

VACANCIES. 

Clause  13 — Any  office,  the  occupant  of  which  may 
have  been  absent  without  satisfactory  excuse  from 
three  successive  regular  meetings,  may  be  de- 
clared vacant  by  vote  of  the  Lodge,  on  a  motion  to 
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that  effect;  provided  notice  of  such  motion  has 
b^en  given  at  the  regular  meeting  previous  to  that 
at  which  the  vote  is  taken. 

Clause  14— Any  vacancy  in  Office  shall  he  filled 
hy  election  or  appointment  as  the  case  may  be,  in 
the  manner  as  provided  for  in  the  previous  Sections; 
and  Brothers,  so  elected  or  appointed,  shall  he  en- 
titled to  all  the  privileges  of  the  office,  provided 
they  complete  the  term. 

DUTIES  AND  POWERS. 

Clause  15— The  Officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  per" 
form  such  duties,  and  be  invested  with  such  powers' 
as  are  prescribed  by  thp  Charge-Books  and  Usages 
of  the  Order,  and  the  La  vs  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  16— This  Lcdg;  shall  have  authority  to 
add  thereto  such  duties  and  powers,  as  may  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
Clause  of  this  Section. 

Article  IV — Sessions,  Terms  and 
Returns, 

SESSIONS. 

Clause  1 — This  Lodge  shall  hold  its  meetings 
weekly  or  semi  monthly,  on  such  evening  and  at 
such  time  as  may  be  provided  by  its  By-Laws:  pro- 
vided always  that  as  decided  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  twenty-six  nights  service  be 
required  as  the  term  of  office. 

Clause  2— Special  Sessions  may  be  called  by  the 
N.  G.,  such  notice  thereof  being  given  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  By-Laws  of  tne  Lodge.  The"  notice 
shall  contain  the  particular  reason  for  calling  the 
same,  and  no  business  but  that  expressed  in  such 
notice  shall  be  entered  upon  at  such  special  meet- 
ing. * 

Clause  3.— No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  unless    at  least  five 
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members  of  this  Lodge  be  then  present,  nor  other- 
wise than  according  to  the  Rules  of  Order  annexed 
to  this  Constitution. 

Clause  4 — Members  of  other  Lodges  may  be  ad- 
mitted as  Visitors,  provided  they  give  the  Pass 
Word  for  the  Term,  or  are  introduced  by  an  Officer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

<  lause  5— This  Lodge  shall  have  no  power  to 
rosolve  itself,  at  any  time,  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

TERMS. 

Clause  G— The  Team's  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  Semi- 
Annual,  and  shall  commence]  on  the  first  regular 
meetings  in  July  and  January  respectively;  should 
the  D.M.,  P.S.,  or  Physician  be  elected  semi-annu- 
ally, their  terms  shall  commence  at  the  first  regu- 
lar meetings  in  July  and  January  respectively; 
and,  if  annually,  then  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
July. 

Clause  7 — Every  Term  shall  be  held  to  close  on 
the  day  on  which  the  succeeding  one  may  com- 
mence. 

RETIfKNS, 

Clause  8— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  last  Past 
Officers  to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  Ontario  immediately  on  the  expiry  of  their 
Term  of  Office,  a  regular  Return  of  the  work  of 
such  Term,  with  the  result  of  the  Election  of 
Officers,  <fec,  in  accordance  with  such  blank  form  of 
Semi- Annual  Return,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  from 
time  to  time  direct  to  be  used. 

Clause  9 — Such  semi-annual  return  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  the  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge; 
the  same  being  twenty-five  cents  for  each  unsus- 
pended  member  on  said  return. 

Clause  10 — A  fine  of  two  dollars  shall  be  payable 
by  this  Lodge,  for  every  month  that  may  elapse 
after  the  close  of  any  Semi-Anuual  term  previous  to 
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the  Beturns  required  by  Clause  8  being  placed  in 
tfie  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

clause  11 — iShould  this  Lodge,  or  the  officers  there- 
of, fail  to  make  the  returns  required  by  the  pre- 
ceding Clauses,  for  twelvemonths,  it  shall  thereby 
become  liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  its  Charter;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  last  installed  Officers,  to 
.transmit  or  surrender  to  the  Grand  Master,  on 
requisition  from  him  to  that  effect,  (or  to  such 
other  Brother  as  may  be  appointed,  by  the  Grand 
Zodge  or  Master  to  receive  the  same)  the  Charter, 
books,  papers,  furniture  and  funds  of  the  Lodge. 

Article  V— Funds. 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Clause  1 — There  shall  be  two  regular  Funds  of 
this  Lodge,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  Wid<  ws 
and  Orphans1  Fund  and  the  General  .benefit  Fund; 
and  the  Lodge  may  provide,  by  its  By-Laws,  for  the 
institution  of  a  Special  Fund  or  Funds  lor  any  of 
the  benevolent  purposes  contemplated  by  the 
Order;  Provided  always,  that  in  the  case  of  every 
such  Special  Fund,  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
on  account  thereof  shall  be  kept  altogether  distinct 
from  the  Regular  Funds  hereby  established. 

Clause  2— The  Entrance  Fee  of  this  Lodge  mtist 
l)e  paid  in  every  case  previous  to  the  admission  of 
the  candidate,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  Five  Dol- 
lars 

Clause  3 — The  Charges  for  Degrees  shall  not  lie 
at  a  less  rate  than  One  Dollar  for  e  ich  of  the  Five 
Degrees;  and  all  moneys  received  on  account  of 
Degree  Charges  shall  he  applied  to  the  Gene  ral 
Benefit  Fund. 

clause  4 — The  contributions  of  each  member  to 
the  Regular  Benefit  Funds  of  this  Lodge,  shall  be 
determined  by  the  By-Laws,  but  shall  not  be  at  less 
rate  than  One  Dollar  per  Quarter.  This  Lodge  shal  1 
place  such  portion  of  its  general  funds  to  the  credit 
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of  the  W.  and  O.  Fund,  as  it  may  see  fit,  provided 
it  be  not  less  than  one-fifth  nor  more  than  one  third 
the  remainder  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
general  b  enefit  fund. 

Clause  5 — The  .Lodge  shall  have  the  power  of  ex- 
acting such  Fees  for  Visiting  and  Clearance  Cards, 
(to  be  applied  to  the  General  Fund)  and  such  Fines 
for  neglect  of  duty,  <fec,  (to  be  applied  to  the  Widows 
and  Orphans' Fund,)  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
By-Laws. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Clause  6 — Every  member,  qualified  as  required 
by  the  By-Laws,  if  rendered  incapable  of  following 
bis  usual  occupation,  by  sickness  or  other  disability 
not  occasioned  by  immoral  conduct  on  bis  part,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  General  Fund,  such 
weekly  Sick  Benefit  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-iaws 
Provided  always  that  such  weekly  Benefit  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  three  times  the  quarterly  contri- 
bution required  from  each  member  to  the  General 
Benefit  Fund,  and  tbat  this  .Lodge  shall  not  be 
1  eld  to  pay  such  Benefit  for  any  term  of  sickness 
shorter  than  one  week  unless  specially  so  provided 
by  its  .By-Laws. 

Clause  7 — Tn  case  of  the  death  of  a  Brother, 
qualified  as  required  by  the  By-Laws,  there  shall 
be  paid  to  his  nearest  of  kin  or  oilier  legal  repre- 
gentative.  fn  m  the  General  Fund,  towards  defray- 
ing the  funeral  expenses,  such  sum,  not  being  less 
than  Twenty  Dollars,  nor  more  than  Fifty  Dollars, 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  .By-Laws  of  this  Lodge. 

Clause  8 — The  Lodge  may  provide  by  its  By-Laws 
for  the  payment  of  a  Funeral  Benefit  to  "a  duly 
qualified  Brother,  ou  the  demise  of  his  wife,  to  as- 
sist in  defraying  the  expenses  of  her  funeral;  Pro- 
vided SKeh  Funeral  Benefit  shall  not  exceed  one- 
hulf  of  the  amount  payable  by  the  Lodge  for  a 
Funeral  Benefit  under  Clause  7  of  this  Article.

Clause  9 — The  Lodge  shall,  by  its  By-Zaws,  make 
such  provisions  as  shall  seem  meet  for  the  relief  of 
Brothers  in  a  state  of  pecuniary  distress  ;  Provided 
such  relief  shall  be  applied  from  no  other  than 
the  General  Fund,  and  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
sum  of  Fifty  i)ollars. 

Clause  10— The  Lodge  shall  make  such  disposition 
of  the  Widows  and  Orphans'  Fund,  for  the  relief 
and  benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
Brothers  of  this  Lodge,  by  annuity  or  otherwise,  as 
it  shall  see  fit:  Provided  always  that  no  annuity 
shall  exceed  the  amount  that  wohM  be  contributed  , 
by  any  one  member,  to  such  Widows  and  Orphans* 
Fund,  within  the  space  of  twenty-five  years,  under 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge ;  and  that,  if  relief  be 
otherwise  given,  the  amount  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
four  times  the  limit  thus  fixed  for  annuities. 

Article  VI  -Penalties  and  Trial. 

PENALTIES. 

Clause  1— Any  Brother  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  principles  of  the  Order,  or  infringe  the  Consti- 
tution or  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge,  shall  be  subject 
to  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled,  as 
the  By-Laws  may  direc  t,  ancient  usage  require,  or 
the  Lodge  determine. 

Clause  2— Every  Brother  charged  with  any 
offence  involving  reprimand,  suspension  or  expul- 
sion, (unless  for  non-payment  of  dues,)  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  fair  trial,  in  accordance  with  the  provit- 
ions  of  Clause  S  of  this  Arti  le. 

(TauseS — When  any  Brother,  suspended  for  an 
indefinite  period,  for  any  other  cause  than  non- 
payment of  dues,  desires  to  be  re-instated,  his  case 
shall  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  five  Brothers, 
who,  after  due  investigation,  shall  report  at  the 
Belt  regular  meeting-  and   if  a  majority  of  the 
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members  then  present  shall  vote  in  hi*  favor.  he 
shall  thereupon  be  declared  eligible  lor  re-instate- 
ment. 

Clause  1 — No  Brother  shall  be  re-inst.ntt.sl.  until 
he  shall  have 'paid  any  arrearages  against  him  at 
the  time  of  his  suspension,  and  all  dues  that  may 
have  accrued  since  then. 

Clause  5 — At  the  end  of  every  month  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  shall  fill  out  and  forward  to  the 
(hand  Secretary  »  list  containing  the  names  of 
members  re-instated  during  the  month,,  also  of  those 
who  have  ceased  membership  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  and  the  names  of  members  suspen  fe  I  and  ex- 
pelled during  the  same  time;  in  eadk  ease  giving 
date  and  cause  of  suspension  and  expulsion. 

Clause  0 — No  Brother  who  has  been  legally  ex- 
pelled, or  who  has  ceased  to  he  a  member  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  except  members  of  defunct  Lodges* 
shall  be  again  admitted  to  membership  in  any  Ledge 
of  this  Order  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge 
from  which  he  was  expelled  or  dropped,  and  in  no 
case  shall  lie  be  re-admitted  without  compliance 
with  all  the  forms  for  new  applicant  s.  excepting  the 
ceremony  of  initiation. 

TUIALS. 

Clause  7 — No  member  of  this  Zodge  shall  be  ;>ut 
on  trial,  unless  charges  duly  specifying  his  alleged 
offence  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Lodge,  in 
writing,  by  one  or  more  Brothers  of  the  Order  in 
good  standing. 

.  Clauses — Any  charge  wr  charges  so  pre  erred 
shall  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Five  Members, 
of  whom  three  shall  he  a  quorum,  to  be  chosen  by 
ballot;  which  Committee  shall,  with  as  little  delay 
as  the  case  will  admit,  furnish  the  a  censed  with  a 
copy  of  the  charge  or  charges,  summon  the  pat  ties, 
and  examine  and  determine  the  matter  in  question. 
In  selecting  this  Committee,  only  one  name  shall 
be  written  upon  any  ballot. 
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Clause  9 — Should  the  decision  of  the  Commit  tee 
not  involve  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a 
Member,  and  should  no  appeal  be  made  therefrom, 
it  shall  be  final,  without  further  action  from  the 
Lodge 

Clause  10 — Should  the  Committee  be  convinced  of 
the  necessity  of  suspending  or  expelling  ai  Member, 
a  motion  to  that  effect  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
bo  Ige  by  three  of  their  number,  in  their  name. 

Clause  11 — A.ny  motion  for  the  suspension  or  ex- 
pulsion of  a  member  shall  be  announce;!  at  the  two 
regular  meetings  previous  to  that  on  which  it  is  to 
be  decided,  which  last  meeting  the  Brother  under 
charges  shall  be  summoned  to  attend;  and  at  the 
time  so  appointed,  whether  the  implicated  Brother 
be  present  or  not,  the  Lodge  may  proceed  to  con- 
sider aud  determine  the  question. 

Clause  12 — The  Lodge  shall  have  the  power,  at 
the  meeting  appointed  for  the  decision,  to  vary  the 
p-.-na.lty  to  one  less  severe  than  that  contained  in 
the  motion  submitted  by  the  Committee. 

APPEALS. 

Clause  13 — Any  party  interested  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Lodge  from  the  decision  of 
the  Committee,  given  un  ier  Clause  9  or  this  Article; 
and  notice  of  the  meeting  appointed  for  trying  the 
appeal,  shall  be  given  at  least  one  regular  meeting 
previous. 

Clause  14— On  the  evening  appointed,  the  Com- 
mittee shall  present  to  the  Lodge  in  writing,  the 
grounds  on  which  their  decision  was  founded,  and 
the  parties  interested  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
being  heard  before  the  Lodge;  and  the  decision 
shall  then  be  confirmed,  annulled,  or  modified,  as  a 
majority  of  the  Members  present  shall  determine. 

Clause  lo — Any  party  interested  may  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  on  the  ground  of  in- 
formality or  want  of  fairness;  and  if  such  informal- 
ity or  want  of  fairness  be  proved— but  not  other- 
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wise— the  7>odge  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  hold  a  new  trial  cm  the  same  charges,  in 
the  mode  provided  for  in  Clauses  7  to  12  of  this 
article. 

Article  VII.  -Regalia  and  Jewels. 

REGALIA. 

Clause  1— The  regalia  of  the  Order  shall  be  as 
follows,  to  it:  Collars  of  Subordinate  Lodges 
shall  be  white,  trimmed  with  the  emblematic  color 
of  the  degree  intended  to  be  represented,  namely: 
First  degree,  white;  second  degree,  pink;  third 
degree,  blue;  fourth  degree,  green;  fifth  degree 
scarlet;  rosettes  of  the  appropriate  colors  can  be 
worn  on  the  collars.  Among  those  who  may  have 
attained  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  rosettes  com- 
posed of  black,  yellow  and  purple,  may  be  worn  on 
the  collar  either  in  connection  with,the  other  colors 
or  as  a  separate  rosette.  The  Noble  Grand  shall 
wear  a  scarlet  collar;  Vice  Grand,  blue  collar; 
Secretary,  green  collar;  Treasurer,  green  collar, 
each  of  them  trimmed  with  white  or  silver.  Sup- 
porters of  Noble  Grand,  scarlet  sashes;  of  the  Vice 
Grand,  blue  sashes;  Warden  and  Conductor,  black 
sashis;  Scene  Supporters,  white  sashes;  Chaplain 
white  sash  ;  Outside  Guardian,  red  sash ;  Inside 
Guardian,  blue  sash. 

JEWELS. 

Clause  2 — The  jewel  of  a  P.  G.  is  a  five  pointed 
star;  of  Noble  Grand,  crossed  gavels;  of  Vice  Grand, 
hour  glass;  of  Secretary,  crossed  pens;  of  Treasurer, 
crossed  keys;  of  Warden,  crossed  wands;  of  Con- 
ductor, crossed  axes;  of  Guardian,  crossed  swords  ; 
all  to  be  of  white  metal. 

FUNERAL  REGALIA. 
Clause  3 — Funeral  regalia  consists  of  a  black  crape 
rosette,  having  a  centre  of  the  eolor  of  the  highest 
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Degree  to  which  the  wearer  has  attained,  to  he 
worn  on  the  left  breast,  with  a  sprig  of  evergreen 
above,  and  such  jewel  or  jewels  as  the  brother 
may  be  entitled  to  wear,  suspended  below.  Grand 
Lodges  may  at  their  discretion,  permit  the  ordiary 
Reg  ilia  to  be  worn  at  funerals,  either  in  connection 
with,  or  as  a  substitute  for  this  simple  regalia. 

Clause  4 — The  ordinary  mourning  badge  to  be 
worn  by  Brothers  in  memory  of  a  decease  1 
Brother,  is  a  strip  of  black  crape  passed  through 
one  buttonhole  of  the  left  lappel  of  the  coat,  tied 
with  a  narrow  ribbon  of  the  color  of  the  highest 
Degree  the  wearer  has  attained. 

Clause  5 — Past  Office  's  and  Members  of  the  En- 
campment Degrees,  and  all  other  Members  of  the 
Order,  when  visiting  Grand  or  Subordinate 
lodges  or  encampments,  are  entitled  to  wear  the 
Regalia  and  Jewels  pertaining  to  the  highest  De- 
gree they  have  taken. — (By-Laws  G.L.,  IT.  8.,  Art. 
24.) 

Clause  G. — The  Encampment  regalia  (bxobpt  by  * 
Visitors)  cm  only  be  worn  in  an  Encampment ; 
but  Members  of  a  Grand  Lodge  who  have,  received 
the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  may  wear  the  Colors  of 
the  Encampment  in  a  Grand  Lodge 

Article  VIII—  By-Laws  &c. 

I>  Y-LAW8. 

Clause  1 — This  Lodge  shall  stand  fully  invested 
with  the  power  to  adopt,  from  time  to  time,  such 
By-Laws  and  Resolutions  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient; provided  they  do  not  in  any  wise  contra- 
vene any  part  of  this  Constitution;  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  or  the 
principles     customs  of  the  Order. 

Clause  2— All  such  By-Laws  shall  be  immediately 
forwarded  in  duplicate  to  the   Grand  Secretary, 
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authenticated  by  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge,  and  the 
signature  of  it rs  X.  G.  and  Secretary;  one  copy  to  he 
retained  by  the  Grand  Lodge, and  the  other'to  bo 
returned  to  the  Lodge,  certified  as  approved, 
or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be. 

DISPENSATION. 

Clause  3 — The  Grand  Lodge,  or,  in  its  rocess,  the 
Grand  Master, -shad  have  power  to  grant  Dispensa- 
tions to  any  Lo  tgej  to  exempt  it  in  any  particular 
case,  from  the  operation  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
^Regulations,  otber  than  financial,  whenever  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  may  deem  it  for  the 
welfare  and  interest  of  the  Order  so  to  do. 

Clause  4 — Such  charge  shall  be  made  for  Dispen- 
sations issued  under  this  Section,  as  the  Grand 
liodge  may  from  time  to  time  direct.

Clause o — This  Constitution,  or  an}-  part  thereof. 
«hall  not  be  altered,  amended,  suspended,  or  an- 
nulled, unless  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario. 

BY-LAW  S.

1. — One  week's  notice  shall  *be  given,  verbally,  of

DEGPtEF.S. 

0 — Xo  application  for  Degrees  shall  be  enter- 
tained, until  the  applicant,  or  other  Brother  in.  his 
behalf,  presents  to  the  N.  G-.  a  certificate  from  the 
P.S.,  as  required  by  the  Constitution1,  unless  the  P. 
S.  is  present  to  vouch  for  his  compliance  there- 
with . 

7 —  No  Application  shall  be  ma  le  known  to  the 
Lodge.no  Certificate  read,  nor  Ballot  taken  thereon, 
unless  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Lodge,  opened  in  the  Degree  applied  for. 

8 —  On  the  rejection  of  any  application  for  Degrees, 
the  charge  obtained  for  the  same  shall  be  at  once  _ 
refunded,  or  placed  to  the  /brother's  credit  as  he 
may  desire. 

CARDS. 

(•—Any  Brother  in  good  standing  may  obtain  a 
Visiting  Card,  on  motion  to  that  effect  duly  carried 
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by  the  Lodge,  on  his  paying  up  all  dues  that  would 
accrue  Tor  the  time  such  Card  is  wanted,  and  in  all 
cases  when  it  can  be  done,  must  write  his  name  on 
the  margin,  in  presence  of  the  officer  granting  the 
same;  and  no  Clearance  Card  shall  be  granted  ex- 
cept by  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

M  KKTIXGS. 

10 —  This  Lodge  shall  hold  its  Regular  Meetings 
every  Thursday  evening,  from  the  first  of  April  to 
the  first  of  October  at  8  o'clock,  p.m.,  and  from  the 
first  ofOctoher  to  the  first  of  April  at  7:30  o'clock, 
p-m. 

11—  This  Lodge  shall  hold  its  regular  Degree 
Meetings  on  the  secon  1  Friday  in  each  month,  for 
the  purpose  of  conferring  all  the  Degrees. 

12 —  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  other 
time,  when  summoned  by  the  N.G  .,  provided  always 
that  not  less  than  8  hours  notice  o<"  the  time  and 
objeet  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  R.S..  by  means 
of  a  written  or  printed  circular  mailed  to  every 
Brother  of  the  Lodge  residing  in  town. 

ELECTIONS. 

13—  In  balloting  for  the  Rlective  Officers  of  the 
Lodge,  and  for  delegate 4  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for 
Surgeon,  or  other  Officers,  when  more  than  one 
candi  late  is  in  nomination,  the  names  of  the  respec- 
tive candidates  shall  be  written  upon  the  ballots, 
and  the  election  shall  in  other  respects  he  conducted 
as  provided  by  the  Constitution. 

QUALIFICATION    FOB  OFFICE. 

14 —  Every  candidate  for  Office  must  have  ub 
tained  the  Scarlet  Degcree. 
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DUTY  OK  OFFICERS. 

15— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Junior  P.  G.,  to 
attend  regularly  the  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  to  act 
as  sitting  P. G. for  the  term  of  six  months;  to  de- 
liver the  charges  of  that  Office  at  initiations,  or  to 
see  that  the  same  be  done;  to  register  in  a  book,  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  name  and  residence  of 
every  widow,  and  the  name,  age  and  residence  of 
every  orphan  child  receiving  benefits  from  the 
funds  of  the  Lodge;  to  watch  over  their  welfare 
and  interest:  to  visit  them  if  residing  in  the  town 
of  Bi  antford,  at  least  once  in  each  quarter,  and 
oftener  if  necessary;  to  report  their  condition  to 
the  Lodge  whenever  occasion  may  require  ;  and  to 
perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  Office. 

1G — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  N.  G.  to  preside  in 
the  Lodge,  to  enforce  a  due  observance  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws,  and  proper  respect  for  the 
Grand  Lodge;  to  see  that  all  the  Officers  of  the 
Lodge,  and  the  members  of  Committees,  perform 
their  respective  duties  as  enjoined  by  the  respective 
Charges  and  Laws;  to  take  care  that  all  Fines  not 
requiring  a  vote  of  the  Lodge  for  their  imposition, 
be  punctually  charged  on  the  books  of  the  P.S.;  to 
exercise  a  vigilant  supervision  in  regard  to  all 
irregularities  subjecting  Bi others  to  Tines,  or  other 
Penalties,  at  the  vote  of  the  Lodge;  to  bring  the 
same  before  the  Lolge  whenever  known  to  him, 
without  fear  or  favor ;  to  take  charge  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Lodge;  to  have  it  always  in  the 
Lodge  while  in  session;  to  summon  Special  Meet- 
ings whenever  he  may  consider  it  necessary,  or 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  any  five  members  of 
the  Lodge  in  good  standing;  to  appoint  all  Officers 
and  Committees,  not  otherwise  provided  for;  to  fill 
by  appointment  all  vacancies  occuring  in  Com- 
mittees or  in  Offices  originally  filled  by  his  appoint- 
ment; to  examine  the  Ballot  Box  after  every  ballot 
for  members;  to  ascertain  and  announce  to  the  Ii.JS*

the  result  of  all  Balloting*  and  Votes;  to  give  the 
Casting  Vote  when  requisite;  to  present  a  copy  of 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  to  each  Brother  on 
admission;  to  ascertain  from  the  P.  S.  his  receipts 
since  last  Lodge  night,  and  announce  the  same  to 
the  Lodge  and  R.  S.  previous  to  closing  the  Lodge; 
to  cause  the  R.  S.  to  invite  Brothers  to  attend  the 
Funeral  of  any  Bnother  for  whom  the  .Lodge  may 
be  chargeable  with  a  Funeral  Benefit;  to  take 
charge  of  such  Funeral  in  the  absence  of  com- 
petent relatives;  to  receive  the  amount  of,  and 
regulate  the  disbursements;  to  draw  upon  the  T. 
for  all  sums  voted  by  the  Lodge,  and  necessary  for 
the  payment  of  any  Benefits  due  under  these  Laws; 
to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Visiting  Committee, 
and  in  the  absence  of  any  Elective 
Officer,  or  other  Officer  appointed  by  the  N.G.,  he 
shall  appoint  a  qualified  Brother,  pro  tern,  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  such  Officer;  he  shall  perform 
all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  Office  by  the  Con- 
stitution, or  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge,  or  by  the 
Charges  and  Usages  of  the  Order;  and  shall  not 
make,  or  second  any  motion,  or  take  part  in  any 
debate  while  in  the  Chair,  except  in  case  of  appeal 
from  his  decision. 

17—  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  V.  G.  to  assist  the 
N.  G.,  and  in  his  absence  to  take  his  Chair;  to  ap- 
point his  own  Supporters,  and  the  Minority  of  all 
Committees  on  Character;  to  assist  in  examinations 
of  the  ballots  at  elections  for  membership,  and 
declare  the  result  to  the  Lodge;  to  act  as  a 
member  of  the  Visiting  Committee  , 
and  whenever  the  N.  G  is  absent,  to  act 
as  Chairman  thereof;  to  take  special 
charge  of  the  door  under  theN.G  ;  and  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Charges 
and  Usages  of  the  Order. 

18—  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  R.  S.  to  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge: 
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to  take  charge  of,  and  keep  in  safety,  the  Seal  of 
the  Lodge;  to  keep  carefully,  and  in  good  order,  all 
Books,  Papers  and  other  property  belonging  to  his 
Office,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  in 
like  good  order;  to  fill  up  all  Certificates  and  Cards 
granted  by  the  Lodge;  to  write,  and  duly  dispatch 
and  copy  into  the  .Letter  Book,  all  Communications 
ordered  by  this  Lodge,  and  to  read  the  same  at 
the  next  regular  meeting,  under  the  head  of  un- 
finished business;  to  punctually  issue  all  Notices 
required  by  order  of  theN.G-.  or  of  the  Lodge;  to 
inform  all  candidates  of  their  election  or  rejection, 
but  without  disclosing  any  other  fact  or  circum- 
stance connected  therewith;  to  examine  the  Black 
/fook  in  reference  to  all  nominations  for  member- 
ship, and  to  acquaint  the  Committee  on  Character 
with  the  result  of  such  examination-  to  fill  out  for 
the  Chairman  of  such  Committee  a  notice  contain- 
ing the  names  of  the  Committee,  and  also  that  of 
the  Candidate;  to  preserve  and  file  all  written 
resolutions,  motions,  accounts,  and  reports  upon 
which  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Lodge;  to  keep 
written  up  in  good  order,  all  books  placed  in  his 
charge,  and  to  carefully  preserve  all  papers  left 
with  him;  to  attest  all  warrants  for  monies  ordered 
to  be  paid  at  regular  meetings;  to  advise  the  P.S- 
of  all  votes  of  the  Lodge  imposing  any  assessment, 
or  imposing  or  remitting  any  fine ;  and  also  all 
other  fines  otherwise  incurred  by  any  brother,  and 
shall,  at  the  second  meeting  in  each  month,  enter 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  a 
statement,  containing  the  name  of  every  brother 
who  receiver7  Degrees  at  the  last  Degree  Meeting, 
and  also  what  Degaee  or  Degrees  he  then  received, 
and  shall  record  the  same  in  a  separate  book;  and 
shall  report  in  full  to  the  Lodge,  at  the  first  meet- 
ing in  each  term,  the  number  of  Initiates  for  the 
term  past,  what  brothers  have  received  Degrees, 
how  many,  and  which  ones;  as  also  the  names  of 
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all  Candidates  rejected,  and  Brothers  suspended  or 
expelled,  and  the  causes  therefor;  to  report  the 
names  and  number  of  Visitors  during  the  term;  to 
perform  all  such  other  duties  pertaining  to  the 
office  of  K.  S.as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Lodge,  or  his  Charge  of  Office,  and  for  such  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  of  his 
quarterly  dues,  $6.50  per  annum,  payable  quarterly. 

19—  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  P.  S.  to  keep  just 
and  true  accounts  between  the  Lodge  and  its  mem- 
bers; to  charge  and  collect  punctually  all  Dues, 
Charges,  Assessments  and  Fines;  to  report  to  the 
Lodge  from  time  to  time,  the  names  of  all 
brothers  who  may  neglect  to  pay  the  same  when 
duly  notified;  to  notify  every  brother  by  means  oi* 
a  written  or  printed  circular,  mailed  to  his  address, 
at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  trie  ch.se  of  each 
quarter,  of  the  amount  of  his  arrears,  and  the 
amount  of  regular  dues  for  the  three  months  in  ad- 
vance; to  call  the  special  attention  of  every  brother 
owing  dues  for  Eleven  or  Seventeen  ca'enier 
m  mths,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of 
these  Laws  in  such  eases,  by  means  of  a  written 
or  prin  ted  notice,  to  be  mailed  to  his  aldress-.  to  ad- 
vise the  R-  S.,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  names  of  all 
brothers  owing  dues  for  Twelve  or  Eighteen  calen- 
der months,  to  the  end  that  such  provisions  may  be 
punctually  carried  into  effect:  to  pay  over  to  the 
Treasurer  all  monies  received  bv  him  for  the  Lodge 
and  take  the  Treasurer's  receipt  for  the  same;  to 
furnish  the  Lodge  at  the  first  meeting  in  each  quar- 
ter with  a  written  statement  of  all  monies  receive  1 
by  him  during  the  past  quarter;  to  h  ive  his  books 
written  up  for  the  Finance  Committee,  before  the 
First  Meeting  in  each  Term;  to  deliver  up  in  good 
order  for  his  suecessor,  all  books,  papers,  and  other 
property  pertaining  to  his  Office;  to  make  out  dur- 
ing the  first  week  in  each  qnarter,  for  the  use  of 
the  Surgeon,  a  list  of  all  the  members  of  the  Lo  !ge 
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in  good  standing;  and,  for  such  service,  shall  be 
paid  quarterly;  at  the  rate  of  $30.00  per  annum. 


20— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  re- 
ceive from  the  P  S.  all  monies  of  the  Lodge,  and 
carefully  take  charge  of.  and  deal  with  the  same, 
in  such  manner  as  m  ly  be  required  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  Lodge,  or  by  any  vote  of  the  Lodge,  duly 
passed  in  conformity  therewith;  to  uay  all  Warants 
signed  by  the  NT.  Gr.  on  account  of  Benefits  due  un- 
(ler  these  Laws,  and  also  all  other  Warrants  signed 
by  the  N.  Gr.  and  R.  S.,  but  none  others;  to  keep  a 
correct  account  of  all  monies  coming  into  his  hands 
to  a  Ivise  the  P>  S.  punctually  or'  the  state  of  his 
books,  whenever  the  same  may  require  the  levying 
of  and  Assessment,  under  these  Laws,  to  lay  before 
trie  Lo  lgn  a  Monthly  Statement  of  its  Receipts  and 
Disbursements,  at  the  First  Regular  Meeting  in 
each  Term;  to  have  his  books  written  up  for  the 
Finance  Committee  before  the  first  Regular  Meet- 
ing in  each  Term,  and  to  deliver  up,  when  legally 
called  mpon,  all  monies,  bonds,  papers-  books  and 
other  property  of  the  Lodge,  which  may  be  in  his 
possession  or  chirge,  to  his  successor*  in  office,  or  to 
any  other  brother  or  brothers  whom  the  Lodge  may 
appoint  to  receive  the  same,  and,  prior  to  his  installa- 
tion in  office,  shall  give  to  the  N.  Gr.  an  I  V.  C. 
securities  to  be  approved  by  the  Lodge,  for  the  term 
for  which  he  may  serve,  subject  to  such  penalties 
and  on  such  conditions,  as  from  time  to  time  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Lodge. 


21 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  take 
charge  of  the  Regalia,  and  other  property  of  the 
Lodge  ,  except  when  a  keeper  is  employed  for  that 
purpose;  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Property  Com- 
mittee, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  pre 
scribed  by  the  Charges  of  his  Office. 
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DISMISSAL    OF  OFFICERS. 

22 —  Any  Officer  charged  with  improper  conduct 
in  office,  or  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow, 
may  be  suspended  from  office,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  brothers  of  the  Lodge  present,  and 
voting,  on  any  motion  to  that  effect;  provided  al- 
ways, that  written  or  printe  1  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  in  open  Lodge,  by  two  brothers  of  the 
Lodge  in  good  standing,  at  least  one  week  previous 
to  any  vote  being  taken  thereon;  and  written  or 
printed  notices  shall  have  been  mailed  on  that  ac- 
count, to  every  brother  residing  in  Town,  at  least 
eight  hours  previous  to  such  meeting. 

COMMITTEES. 

23—  The  ST..  G.,  on  the  night  of  his  installation,  or 
as  soon  after  as  may  be.  shall  appoint  (subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Lodge)  the  following  StanUng 
Committees,  to  serve  for  the  current  term,  via: — a 
Visiting,  a  Finance, and  a  Property  Committee- 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

24 —  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven 
members,  of  whom  the  N-  G.  and  V.  G.  shall  be  two. 

25 —  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  this 
Committee,  (on  the  day  set  apart  for  him)  to  visit 
every  sick  brother  of  this  Lodge,  after  receiving 
information  of  his  illness  (provided  he  be  in  the 
Town  of  Brantford.)  an.l  to  render  him  such  neces- 
sary aid  as  the  law  provides,  «r  the  Lodge  directs. 

26 —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  N-  G.  to  make  such 
arrangements  that  sick  brothers  of  this  Lodge 
within  the  Town  of  Brantford.  shall  be  visited  at 
least  once  each  day  during  their  illness  by  one  or 
more  members  of  this  Committee;  to  keep  a  correct 
roll  of  the  names  of  the  brothers,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  initiated,  for  the  use  of  the  Com 
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mittee;  aiid  when  circumstances  require,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  member  on  the  day  set  apart 
for  him  to  visit,  to  call  upon  so  many  of  the  brothers 
in  the  order  in  which  their  names  have  been  en- 
rolled, as  may  be  necessary  to  seeure  the  attend- 
ance and  services  of  at  least  two  brothers  t«  watch 
nightly  with  sick  brothers 

27 —  In  cases  of  Contagious,  or  Infectious  Diseases, 
it  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  visit  personally,  or  of  other  brothers  to 
w«ich,  and  if  attendance  be  required,  they  shall 
employ  a  competent  nurse,  to  be  paid  from  the 
funds  of  the  Lodge. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

28 —  The  Finance  committee  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect  and 
report  upon  all  accounts  referred  to  them  by  the 
Lodge,  at  the  regular  meeting  next  following,  and 
shall  assist  the  N.  G-.  and  V.  G.,  to  audit  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  P.  S.  and  T.  at  the  end  of  each 
Semmi- Annual  Term,  and  to  make  a  written  report 
thereon,  also  a  report  in  full,  of  the  Financial  Af- 
fairs of  the  Lodge,  at  the  Second  Regular  Meeting 
in  each  Term. 

PRO P E RT Y  G OMMITT E E . 

29 —  The  Property  Committe  shall  consist  of  three 
members  including  the  Warden,  who  shall  be  Chair 
man  thereof,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of 
all  Regalia,  and  other  effects  of  the  Lodge,  not 
especially  entrusted  to  particular  officers,  or  t  o 
other  committees:  to  piocure  such  articles  as  may 
be  necessary,  or  as  the  Lodge  may  direct;  to  cause 
all  repairs  to  be  made  to  the  Regalia,  or  other 
.Lodge  property,  as  to  them  may  seem  fit,  or  the 
Lodge  direct,  and  to  make  a  full,  written  report  of 
their  proceedings,  at  the  first  meeting  in  each  quar  - 
tir 
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30 —  This  committee  shall,  in  no  case,  expend  a 
greater  sum  in  any  one  quarter,  than  ten  dollars, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge,  in  regular  form. 

31 —  Any  Committee,  momber.  or  members  there- 
of, failing  to  discharge  their  duty  satisfactory  to 
thft  Lodge,  may  be  discharged  from  such  Committee 
by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge  to  that  effect . 

32 —  Every  Committee,  member,  or  members 
thereof,  thus  discharge  I'shall  forthwith,  surrende  r 
on  demand  to  that  effect,  tp  the  N.  Gk,  or  to  such 
other  brother,  or  brothers  as  the  .Lodge  may  ap- 
point, all  bos>ks.  papers,  monies,  or  other  proper- 
ties of  the  LoAge,  which  may  be  in  his  or  their 
possession. 

ADMISSION  FEE. 

33 —  10 very  person  becoming  a  member  of  this 
Lo  Ige,  either  as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  or  by  ini- 
tiation, shall,  previous  to  his  admission,  pay  a  Fee, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  rule;  viz:  from 
the  age  of  21  to  25,  $10;  from  25  to  30,  $11;  from  30 
to  35,  $13;  from  35  to  40,  $15;  from  40  to  46,  $17;  and 
from  45  to  50.  $20;  after  which  age,  none  shall  be 
Admitted  by  initiation,  and  if  admitte  las  a>i  Ancient 
OdM  Fellow,  shall  pay  at  th^  rate  of  two  dollars 
per  year,  for  each  year  over  fifty. 

34 —  Every  brother  admitted  to  membership  in 
this  Lodge,  by  Deposit  o!'  Carl  from  any  other 
Lodge,  shall  previous  to  admission,  pay  into  the 
Fun  is  of  this  Lodge  as  follows: — from  21  to  25  years 
ol'age,  $3;  and  tins  sum  shall  be  augmented  25 
cents  for  each  additional  year,  from  25  to  40,  and  59 
cents  for  each  addition il  year  from  40  to  50,  and 
from  50  upwards  $1  per  year. 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

35 —  The  .Regular  Contribution,  to  be  paid  by 
every  brother  of  the  Lodge  into  its  Funds,  thall  be 
at  the  rate  of  $1  621  per  quarter,  and  no  brother 
shall, on  any  account,  be  excused  from  such  pay- 
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nient,  which  shall  be  made  in  advance,  at  the  First 
.Regular  Meeting  in  each  quarter. 

35^— For  the  purpose  of  forming  a  contingent 
Fund,  there  shall  be  paid  by  every  member  oi  the 
Lodge,  in  addition  to  the  Regular  Quarterly  Dues, 
payable  under  By-Law  No.  35  the  sum  of  12£  cents 
[twelve  <t  one  halt  cents]  per  Quarter,  or  a  fraction 
of  a  Quarter,  to  be  charged  and  paid  at  the  same 
time  as  the  regular  quarterly  dues:  and  the  amount 
shall  be  curried  to  the  account  oi  the  Contingent 
Fund;  out  of  which  tuna  the  Lodge  may,  by  a 
majority  vote,  after  the  aotice  required  by  by-la  t 
46,  order  the  payment  of  any  expenses  deemed' 
necessary  for  the  weliare  or  prosperity  of  the  Lodge 
by  such  majority. 

36— Whenever  any  benefit  shall  accrue  to  the  ac- 
count of  a  brother  on  the  last  week  in  a  quarter 
payment  shall  be  deducted  therefrom,  by  the  N.  ii\ 
or  such  dues  as  may  be  chargeable  to  the  end  of 
the  next  ensuing  quarter* 

CHARGES  FOR  DEGREES, 
37/— The  Charges  for  the  Five  Degrees  in  this 
Lodge,  sliall  be  $1  2EC.  each,  payable  i"  advance. 

OTHER  CHARGES. 

38— For  every  Special  Notice  sent  to  a  brother 
who  is  Eleven  calender  months  in  arrears,  the  P.  S  . 
shall  enter  on  his  books,  and  add  to  the  amount  to 
be  stated  in  such  notice  as  in  arrears,  2;')  cents, 
and  for  every  Special  Notice  sent  to  a  brother  under 
buspeusion  lor  arrears,  he  shall  add  to  the  account 
ot  arrears  against  him,  and  include  in  sueh  notice, 
a  further  sum  ot  50  cents,  which  Charges  shall  be- 
come due,  on  the  receipt  of  such  notice. 

39.  For  every  Visiting  or  Clearance  Card,  there 
shall  be  a  charge  and  payment  of  25  cents,  previous 
to  the  delivery  of  the  same. 
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FUND'S. 

40.  There  shall  be  carried  to  the  account  of  the 
W.  and  O.  Fund,  all  monies  which  at  the  time  of 
passing  these  By-Laws,  may  be  at  the  credit  of 
such  Fund;  One-Fifth  part  of  all  Quarterly  Dues 
recoived,  all  Fines  collected,  all  Donations  and  Be- 
quests wMcli  maybe  made  thereto,  and  all  monies 
which  may  be  raised  by  assessment,  in  aid  thereof. 

41.  There  shall  be  carried  to  the  account  ci  tho 
Geueral  Fund,  four-fifths  of  all  Quarterly  Dues,  all 
Donations  and  Bequests  which  may  he  made  there 
to,  all  Assessments  which  may  be  raised  in  aid 
thereof,  all  Admission  Fees,  Charges  for  Degrees; 
and  Visiting  and  Clearance  Cards. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

42.  Whenever  any  Benefit,  or  Benefits,  may  be- 
come due  and  payable,  from  either  of  tne  Funds  of 
this  Lodge  in  the  course  of  any  one  quarter;  it'  the 
books  of  the  Lodgedo  not  sho  w  a  sufficient  amount, 
to  the  credit  of  such  Fund  to  meet  such  Benefit, 
then  the  P.  S.  shall  forthwith  raise;  in  aid  of  such 
Fund,  by  an  Assessment,  to  be  laid  In  equal  pro- 
portions upon  all  the  members  of  the  Lodge,  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  such  Benefit  or  Bene- 
fits' 

INVESTMENTS. 

43.  Investments  of  all  monies  of  the  Lodge, 
which  it  may  not  be  deemed  necessary  to  keep  in 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  Treasurer,  to  meet 
ordinary  disbursements,  shall  be  made  by,  and  in 
the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Lodge,  irom  time 
to  time,  as  the  Xodge  may  direct.  All  evidences, 
or  certificates  thereof,  shall  be  kept  by  them,  and 
all  dividends,  interest,  or  other  income  accruing 
therefrom  shall  be  duly  demanded,  and  received  by 
them;  and  the  amount  thereof  be  paid  over  forth- 
with to  the  P.  S.  for  delivery  to  the  Treasurer;  Pro- 
vided always  that  no  part  of  the  funds  of  the  Lodge 
shall  be  loaned  to  any  member  of  the  Lodge. 
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44.  All  monies  of  the  Lodge  not  invested  as 
aforesaid,  shall  re  u  ain  in  the  hands  of  the  Trea 
surer,  subject  to  the  By-Laws  and  Orders  of  the 
Lodge. 

45.  No  motion  in  any  way  relating  to  the  in- 
vestment of  the  Funds  of  this  Lodge,  as  provided 
by  the  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  carried  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  Regular  or 
Special  Meeting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  mo- 
tion- 

40.  No  motion  for  the  appropriation  of  monies 
belonging  to  this  Lodge,  other  than  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  Lodge,  and  for  the  relief  of  mem- 
hers  of  distant  Lodges,  shall  be  put  to  vote,  until 
notice  thereof  has  been  read  at  the  Regular  or 
Special  Meetings  of  the  Lodge;  and  written  or 
printed  notice  of  such  motion  has  been  mailed  to 
every  member  of  the  Lodge,  whose  residence  is 
recorded  on  our  list  of  members. 

SICK  BENEFITS. 
47 — Every  brother  who  has  been  a  member  o! 
this  Lodge  for  the  space  of  six  months,  shall  bo 
deemed  a  "  .Bona  Fide  Member,"  and,  when  in  good 
standing,  if  rendered  incapable  o'  following  his 
usual  occupation  by  sickness,  or  other  disability, 
not  proceeding  from  immoral  conduct  on  his  "part, 
shall  receive  a  Benefit  from  the  General  f  und  of  the 
Lodge  during  such  sickness,  or  disability,  and  at 
&  irate  as  follows  ;  If  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  $3  5" 
per  week  :  if  of  the  Third  or  Fourth  Degree  $2  62^ 
per  week  ;  if  an  Initiate,  or  member  of  the  First 
or  Second  Degree,  $1  75, per  week;  provided  al way? 
t  hat  no  benefit  shall  be  paid  for  less  than  one  week'R 
sickness  or  disability.  Provided  always  that  in  the 
event  of  a  Surgeon  being  employed  by  the  Lodge, 
the  name  of  every  member  of  the  Lodge  in  good 
standing  shall  be  entered  on  the  burgeon's 
Quarterly  List  of  Members  in  order  that  if  re 
quired   they   may   receive   the   services  of  the 
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Surgeon,  although  not  entitled  to  pecuniary 
benefits. 

48 —  If  such  brother  be  a  non-resident,  or  if  his 
sickness  or  disability  occur  at  a  distance  from 
Brantford,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  a  statement, 
or  statements  of  his  case,  setting  forth  the  nature 
and  probable  cause  of  the  same,  the  time  of  its  com- 
mencement and  duration,  be  transmitted  to  the  N* 
G.  of  this  Xodge,  certified  by  the  N.G.  of  the 
Zodge  nearest  the  place  where  he  may  be  for  the 
time  resident,  or  detained,  and  under  the  Seal  of 
such  Lodge  ;  or  if  he  be  not  near  a  Lodge  of  this 
Order,  the  certificate  must  be  signed  by  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  Clergyman,  or  Licensed  Physician  5 
and  without  such  certificate,  no  Brother  shall  be 
entitled  to  Benefits,  except  by  special  vote  of  the 
Lodge. 

49—  In  case  any  brother  shall  leave  Brantford, 
while  in  receipt  of  Benefits,  it  shall  rest  with  the 
Zodge  to  determine  by  vote,  whether  or  not  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  continuance  of  such  Benefits 
while  absent  from  Brantford. 

F I J  X  E  RAL  1  i  E  X  E  FITS. 

50—  On  the  decease  of  a  Bona  Fide  member  in 
good  standing  in  this  Lodge,  the  sum  of  $30  shall 
be  allowed  as  a  Funeral  Benefit,  to  be  dispose  1  of 
as  provided  by  the  Constitution 

W.   AXD  0.    BENEFITS  AND  ANNUITIES. 

51—  The  Widow  of  a  Bona  Fide  Member  of  this 
Lodge  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
shall  receive  from  the  W.  and  O.  Fund  of  this 
Lodge,  the  sum  of  $24  per  annum,  payable 
quarterly ,  during  her  Widowhood. 

52 —  The  Children,  if  any  there  be,  under  the  age  of 
fifteen  years,  (of  such  deceased  brother.)  shall  re- 
ceive a  Benefit,  from  the  W.  and  O.  Fund,  to  the 
amount  of  Ten  Dollars  each,  per  annum,  payable 
quarterly,  until  they  shall  have  attained  the  age 
of  fifteen  years 
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63— BhouM  circumstances  require  it,  the  Lodge 
may  withdraw  from  the  Widow  of  a  brother  the 
.Benefit  above  set  forth,  and  grant  the  same  to  his 
child,  or  children,  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years. 

of— Should  the  Widow  of  a  Brother  marry  while 
any  child,  or  children,  of  his  are  under  the  age  of 
fifteen  years,  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  L6<Jge 
whether  or  not  to  continue  such  Benefits,  or  any 
part  thereof,  either  to  such  Widow,  or  such  child 
or  children. 

55— Should  the  family  of  a  deceased  brother  be 
in  need  of  a  Protector  or  Guardian,  the  Lodge  shall 
to  the  best  of  its  power  protect  »nd  assist  them, 
and  endeavor  to  place  them  in  such  situations  as 
may  enable  them  to  become  useful  to  themselves 
tt  ad  society. 

SPECIAL  RELIEF, 

50 — Whenever  it  may  become  known  to  the 
Lodge  that  any  brother  of  this  Lodge  has  been  re- 
duced to  a  state  of  distress,  his  case  shall  he  re- 
ferred to  a  Special  Committee  of  three  brothers, 
who  shall  examine  into  the  same,  and  report  to  the 
Lodge  whether  any  and  what  relief  in  their 
opinion  should  be  granted  him  from  the  funds  of 
the  Lodge;  and  it  shall  be  competent  to  grant  any 
sum  not  exceeding  Fifty  Dollars,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  brothers  present  and  voting.
